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Daily Sacrities 


"THe Prieſts under the Law daily offered Sacrifices ; but 
; Chriſt our High Prieſt need not datly,as thoſe Prieſts, 
ofter Sacrihce for his own $11, and then tor the Peoples, 
(Heb. 7.16, 28.) For Chriit did once ofter up himſelf, who 
is made, not after the Law of a carnal Commandzent, but 
after the power of an endleſs Life, who 1s fet down at the 
Right-hand of God, and to cannot be offered as an Offering 
and Sacrifice any more, who aboliſhed the changeable 
Prieſt-hoed, with all its Offerings and Sacrifices, by the Sa- 
crifice and Offering of himſelf once for all. 

And fo it 1s faid, I am come to do the will of Gol ; to takea- 
way the firſt, namely Prieſt-hood an1 Covenant- Offerings, 
and eſtabliſh the Second, by the which W1ll we are Sanctified 
- through the Offering of the Body of Jetus, (Mark) Chriſts 
Body 1s offered up once for all, Heb. 9. 10. 

And ſo Chriſt is Entered into Heaven it ſelf, not that he 
ſhould offer himſelf often, as the High-Pricfts did, for then 
muſt Chriſt often have Suffered, but he hath put away Sin 
by the Sacrifice of himtelf once for all; fo Chriſt was once 
offered to bear the Sins of many, an! unto them that look for 
him, ſhall he appear the Secon.l time without Sin unto Salvation, 
as in Heb. 9. 25, 26. 28, 

So here you may ſee Chriſt 15 not often offered up as a Sa- 
crifice, or an Offering for the Sins of the whole World, then 
| had he often Suffered : But after Chriſt had offered up one 
Sacrifice for Sins for ever, he fat down at the Right-hand 
of God ; And by this one Offering Chriſt hath Perfe(ted forever 
them that are Sandtified. So here you may ſee, it ts one Offering, 
and one Sacrifice, once for all, not offerins Chrift many 
tunes,nor often. 

And in Hebrews, 12. 12, 14. The Priefts under the Law. 
they oftere Offerings, but Chritt ottered up himſelf, who 
had power to lay down his Life, and take it again, fo 1t was 
10t Pricfts that offered Chriſt up ; for after Chritt hacl offer- 
ed up one Sacrifice and one Oftering for Sins, by which Of- 
fering and Sacrifice He perfeFel forever them that are San- 
ified, and ſat down at the Kight-hand of Gol, who ever Lives 
to make Interceſhon for his People. | 
And Chriſt ſaith, Offerings and Sacrifices thou wouldeſt not, 

byt a Boy haſt thou prepares me, to do thy Will ; by the which 
Wiil we are Santihed through the offering up of the Body of 
Jeſus Chriſt once for all, as before, and fo he did not often 
- off-r up his Body as a Sacrifice forall, for then muſt he often 
have Suffered, as before ; but now once (mark once ) hath 
he appeared to put away Sin by the Sacrifice of himſelf, and 
not by offering or ſacrificing of himſelf often ; for as 1t 1s 
ſaid, Chriſt having ſomewhat to offer, that is, he offered up 
himſelf, his Body,once for all Sins, and the daily facrifice, and 
made an end of the daily Sacritices, as in Dan. 9. Wherein 
vou may ſee he cauſed the daily Sacrifices and Oblations to 
ceaſe, when he wascut off, not for himſelf, but for the 
People, who by one Offering and Sacrifice of humſelt, end- 
ed the daily Offerings and Sacrifices. And therefore all are to 
look unto him the one Offering and Sacrifice once for all. 


David ſaith, The Sacrifices of God are 8 broken Spirit, and ag 
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Droven ant contrite Heart, and theſe are the Sxcrifines That Col 
will not diſpiſe, Pſal. 51. 15, And Devi! tnd, Let my Pravey 
bz jet before thee as Incenſe (mark as Incenſe) ant th: Littins 
up of my Hants as the evening Sacrifice ( muck a5 the Evenin » 
Sacrifice ) Now here you may fee, Davzi/ fry bevond the: 
outward Ofterings and Sacrifices, for he delires that his Pray- 
er might be as Incenſe, and his lifting up hants 2s the Even. 
1ng Sacrifice, Pſal. 141. 2. And Sonam {uitn, T bat the $.- 
crifice of the Wicked is an abomination to the Liar 1 ; but the Praycrs 
of tne Upright-hearted is his Delight, Prov. rs. 8. : 

Here you may ſee, you that are Wicked, your Pravers and 
Sacrihces are not accepted, An! to do Julie an! Ju mens t 
more acceptabie to the Lord then outwar { Sacrifices, Prov, 21, 3, So 
here you may lee, it 1s not offering Sacrifice only with a 
company of words, nor outward things, but a. practizing 
Judgment and Juſtice. ; : 

Anu Chriſt laith to the outward Fews, that were in their 
outward Ofterings and Sacrifices, and their long Prayers ; 
Chriſt ſaid unto them, TI vill have Mercy and not Sacrifice, and 
bid them go learn what that meanetli : For the Lord ſaid, 
I defired Mercy, anl1 not Sacrifice, an1 the knowledg of Gol more 
then burnt Offerings, Mat. 9.134. Hoſ. 6.6. So here you may 
ſee Mercy anq1 the knowledg of God is beyond outward Ot 
ferings and Sacrifices. 

For as the Apoſtle faith, Chriſt bath Loved us, anl hath given

himſelf an Offering and Sacrifice for 14 to God, for a ſweet ſmelling 


Savour, Ephe. 5. 2. So you may ſee Chriſt hath given him- 


ſelf an Offering and Sacrifice for us to God, and the Saints 


now do not offer up Chriſt, who hath already offered up him- 
ſelf (mark himfelf ) but they are to pretent their Bodies @ 
Living Sacrihce, holy acceptable to God, whicir 1s their 
reaſonable Service. his the Apoſtle wrt to the Church of 
Chritt the Romans, which ſame is the Duty of ail Chriſtians. 
And the Apoſtle faith to the Church of Chriſt the Hebrews, 
by him (namely Chriſt) Let us offer the Sacrifice of praiſe 


to God Continually, that 1s the firm of our Lips, gIVINg | 


thanks unto his Name, and do good ani Communicate, for 
with tuch Sacrifices Gold 1s well pleaſed : For even Ciriſt our 
Paſſover ts Sacrificed for 145, as in1 Cor. 5 


And Peter, in his General Epiſtle, told the Church of. 


Royal Pri:ſt-hgod, to offer up Spiritual Sa-rifices acceptable to Gol 
by Fefus Chriſt, (mark by Jeſus Chriſt to God.) | 

Now ai! the true Chriſtians are a Royal Pricft-hood, and a 
ſpiritual FHouſhold, and with the Spirit they are to offer up 
ſpiritual Sacrifces ; theſe are they that are accepteble to Ged 
by Teſus Chriſt in the new Teſtament and new Covenant ; fo 
the Apoſtle d1d not fay they ſhould cfter up Jeſts Chrift, but 
Offered Sacrifice to Gol by 7eſus Chriſt ; tor Chrift had ofiered 
up himfelf once for all. | 

And you may ſee how the ewes, when they forfcok the 
Lord, they joyned themielves to Baa! Peor, and did Eat the 
Sacrifice of the Dead, which was forbuklen ofthe Lord, and 
provoked him to Anger, that his Plague broke out upon 
them, as in P/al. 106. 28, 29,
